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XVL An Account of the Difcovety of Two SatelUies re'vohing 
round the Georgian Planet. By William Herfchel, LLD* 
F. R. S. 




Read Feb. 15, 1787. 

HE great diftahce of the Georgian planet, and its pre- 
fent (ituation in a part of the zodiac which is fcattered 
over with a multitude of fmall ftars, has rendered it uncom- 
monly difficult to determine whether^ like Jupiter and Saturn, 
it be attended by fatellites« In purfuit of this inquiry, having 
frequently direded large telefcopes to this remote planet^ and 
findhig myfelf continually difappointed, I afcribed my failure 
to the want of fufficient light in the inftruments I ufed ; and, 
for a while, gave over the attempt. 

In the beginning of laft month, however, I was often fur- 
prifed when I reviewed nebula that had been feen in former 
fweeps, to find how much brighter they appeared, and with 
how much greater facility I faw them/The caufe of it could 
be no other than the quantitj^ of light that was gained by lay- 
ing afide the fmall fpeculum, and introducing the Front-view ; 
an account of which has been inferted, by way of note, to 
the Catalogue of Nebulae coiitained in the Philofophical 
Tranfadlions, vol. LXXVI. p. 499. 

It would not have been pardonable to negleft fuch an advan- 
tage, when there was a particular obje£t in view, where an 
accefflon of light was of the utmoft confequence; and I won- 
dered 
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dered why it had not ftruck me fooner. The i ith of Jaiiuaij, 
therefore, in the courfe of my general review of the heavens^ 
I feieded zfweep which led to the Georgian planet ; and, while 
it pafled the meridian, I perceived near its diik, and within a 
few of its diameters^ fonie very faint flars whofe places I 
noted down with great care* 

The next day^ when the planet returned to the meridian, I 
looked with a moft fcrutinizing eye for my fmali ftars, and 
perceived that two of them were miffing. Had I been lefs 
acquainted with optical deceptions, I fliould immediately have 
announced the exiftence of one or more fatellites to our new 
planet ; but it was necefiary that I fhould have no doubts^ 
The leaft hazioefs, otherwife imperceptible, may often ob- 
fcure fmall flars; and I judged, therefore, that nothing lefs 
than a feries of obfervations ought to fatisfy me, in a cafe of 
this importance. To this end I noticed all the fmall ftars that 
were near the planet the f4th, 17th, i8th, and 24th of Ja- 
nuary, and the 4th and 5th of February ; and though, at the 
end of this time, I had no longer any doubt of the exiftence of 
at leaft one fatellite, I thought it right to defer this communi- 
cation till I could have an opportunity of feeing it aftually in 
motion. Accordingly I began to purfue this fatellite on Feb, 
the 7th, about fix o clock in the evening, and kept it in view 
till three in the morning on Feb. the 8th ; at which time, 
on account of the fituation of my houfe, which intercepts a view 
of part of the ecliptic, I was obliged to give over the chace : and 
during thofe nine hours I faw this fatellite faithfully attend its 
primary planet, and at the fame time keep on, in its own 
courfe, by defcribing a confiderable arch of its proper orbit. 

While I was chiefly attending to the motion of this fatellite, 
I did not forget to follow another fmall ftar^ w^hich I was 

pretty 
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pretty well affiired was alfo a fatellite, efpecially as I had, on 
the night of the 14th of January, obferved two fmali ftars 
which were wanting the i'7th^ and again miffed other two the 
24th which had been noticed the i8th; but, whether owing 
to my great attention to the former fatelhte, or to the clofenefs 
of this latter, which was nearly hidden in the rays of the planet, 
I could not be well affured of its motion. Indeed, towards 
morning, when a change of place, in fo confiderable an in- 
terval as nine hours, wbuid have been moft confpicuous, the 
moon interfered with the faint light of this fatelllte, fo that I 
could no longer perceive it. 

The £rft moment that offered for continuing thefe obferva- 
tions was on February the 9th, when I faw my firft difco- 
vered fatellite nearly in the place where I expefted to find it.. 
I perceived alfo> that the next fuppofed fatellite was not in the 
fituation where I had left it on the 7th9 and could now diftin« 
guifh very plainly that it had advanced in its orbit, iince that 
day, in the fame direction with the other fatellite, but at a. 
quicker rate. Hence it is evident, that it moves in a more con- 
traded orbit ; and I fhall therefore call it in future the firft 
fatellite, though laft difcovered, or rather laff afcertained ; fince 
I do not doubt but that I faw them both, for the firff time, on 
the fame day, which was January the i ith, 1787. 

I now direded all my attention to the firft fatellite, and had^ 
an opportunity to fee it for about three hours and a quarter; 
during which time, as far as one might judge, it preferved its 
courfe. The interval which the cloudy weather had afforded 
was, however, rather too fhort for feeing its motion fuffi- 
ciently, fo that I deferred a final judgment till the loth ; 
and, in order to put my theory of thefe two fatellites lo a 
trial? I made a Iketch on paper^ to point out before-hand their 

fituation. 
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lituatioti with refped to the planet, and its parallel of decli- 
nation. 

The long expeded evening came on, and, notwithftanding 
the mod unfavourable appearance of dark weather, it cleared 
up at laft. And the heavens now difplayed the origuial of my 
drawing, by fhewing, in the fituation I had delineated them, 
Tihe Georgian Planet attended by two Satellites. 

I confefs that this fcene appeared to me with additional 
beauty, as the little fecondary planets feemed to give a dignity 
to the primary one, which raifes it into a more confpicuou^ 
fituation among the great bodies of our folar fyftem. 

For upwards of five hours I faw them go on together, each 
purfuing its own track ; and I left them fituated, about two 
o'clock in the morning on February the nth, as they are 
reprefented in the^ figure, Tab, VIL The letters S, N, 
P, F, denote the fouth, north, preceding, and following parts 
of the heavens, as they are feen, \yj xki^ front-view^ in my tele-* 
fcope. The fouth preceding fatellite is the fecond, or that 
whofe motion was firft afcertained ; the other is that which 
moves in a fmaller orbit, or what I have called the firfi: fatel- 
Ute ; and the direftion of their motion is according to the order 
P, S, F, N, of the letters. 

I have not ictn them long enough to affign their periodical 
times with great accuracy ; but fuppofe that the firft performs 
a fynodical revolution in about eight days and three-quarters, 
and the fecond in nearly thirteen days and an half 

Their orbits make a confiderable angle with the ecliptic ; but 
to aflign the real quantity of this inclination, with many 
other particulars, will require a great deal of attention, and 
much contrivance : for, as eftimations by the eye cannot but be 
eictremely fallacious, I do not exped to give a good account of 

their 
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their orbits till I can bring fome of mj micrometers to bear 
upon them ; which, thefe lafl: nights, I have in vain attempted, 
their light being fo feeble as not to fufFer the leaft illumina- 
tion, and that of the planet not being ftrong enough to render 
the fmall filk-vvorm's threads of my delicate micrometers viii-- 
ble. I have, neverthelefs, feveral refources in view, and do 
not defpair of fucceeding pretty well in t^he end.
